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ORDINANCE NO. 86-25 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 

PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 

86-8, SECTION 2, PARAGRAPHS (g) AND (h) TO PROVIDE 

THAT ONLY THE CONTRACTOR SUBMITTING AN ADVERTISEMENT 

FOR PUBLICATION IS RESPONSIBLE TO ENSURE THAT THE 

CERTIFICATION NUMBER OF SAID CONTRACTOR IS INCLUDED. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida adopted Ordinance No. 86-8 to facilitate the uniform, 
orderly, and comprehensive enforcement of construction trade ordinances 
in Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS Section 2, Paragraphs (g) and (h) provided that 
knowingly publishing an advertisement without a contractor certification 
number is a violation of Ordinance No. 86-8; and 

WHEREAS, the provisions have caused particular hardship on 
publishers of advertisements charged with responsibility of determining 
what individuals are certified contractors with a certification number; 
and 

WHEREAS, the staff of the local license authority believes that 
it is not necessary for enforcement to charge publishers with the 
responsibility of ensuring that contractor certification numbers are 
included. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, as follows: 

SECTION I. 

Paragraph (g) of Section 2, "Violations", of Ordinance No. 86-8 
is hereby repealed. —

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SECTION 2. 

Paragraph (h) of Section 2, "Violations", of Ordinance No. 86-8 
is hereby relettered as Paragraph (g) and amended to read as follows: 

-L&). ?©-knew±Rg±y-pttfe±±sh Submit an advertisement in to any 

publisher for placement in any publication which is primarily circulated, 
displayed, distributed or marketed within Palm Beach County, which 
advertisement identifies a contractor offering services regulated by said 
statute or said Laws of Florida as they may be amended from time to time, 
unless the advertisement includes the certification number issued by the 
State of Florida or by Palm Beach County to that contractor. Nothing in 
this ordinance shall be construed as requiring that the publisher 
not publis h any advertisement which does not include a certification 

number,_nor determine or investigate whether a certification number 

is requ ired, whether the license number given is accurate, nor 
determine or investigate whether the person for whom the advertisement is 
published is duly licensed. 

SECTION 3. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

AH local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 4. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
tbis ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be unconstitu¬ 
tional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the remainder 
of this ordinance. 

SECTION 5. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. 

The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or any other appropriate word. 
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SECTION 6. EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 

receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
